In this essay, Avakian casts his gaze on several big questions that have been thrown up all over the 
world since the crisis in the former Soviet bloc erupted. These crucial and contentious issues revolve 
around revolutionary organization and the institutional forms through which the proletariat exer- 
cises its rule. More specifically, how are we to evaluate the basic experience of the dictatorship of 
the proletariat and of the leading role of a communist party? Are they obstacles or necessities to the 
proletariat, and ultimately all humanity, in achieving liberation? 

Avakian argues that the experience of the proletarian revolution sines Marx, including the contribu- 
tions of Lenin and Mao, has been basically right on these questions. He also shows that the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat is a million times more democratic — for the masses — than anything 
imaginable under capitalism, at the same time that the communist revolution aims for something 
higher than democracy. And in summing up the proletariat's experience in building a new world, 
both the achievements and the mistakes, he points to key lessons for the next wave of proletarian 
revolution. Which is, after all, the point: to understand the world in order to change it.

In July 1988 the Lima daily newspaper S Diario hit the 
streets with a very special feature — -an exdusve inter- 
view with Chairman Gonzalo, leader of the Communist 
Party of Peru (called Sendero Luminoso or Shining Path 
in the press). In this 12-hour interview, conducted by El 
Diario co-editors Luis Arce Borja and Janet Talavera, the 
leader of the Maoist people's war that has been shaking 
Peruvian society from top to bottom emerged and put 
forward in his own words his vision and insights for hun- 
dreds of thousands of Peruvians to read for themselves.

A CRITIQUE OF SOVIET ECONOMICS (1958-1960) 

This is a very important contribution to Marxist political economy, 
in which Mao identifies key features of the socialist transition from 
capitalism to communism. In addition, the book provides a foun- 
dation for understanding the restoration of capitalism in the Soviet 
Union (as well as in China since Mao's death). There are two sec- 
tions: Mao's reading notes on the Soviet text Political Economy 
and his notes on Stalin's Economic Problems of Socialism in the 
USSR. Mao wrote these during the period when he was beginning 
to grapple with the triumph of revisionism in the USSR and strug- 
gling to develop forms for the continuation of the socialist revolu- 
tion in China (e.g. the Great Leap Forward). Criticizing the mecha- 
nical materialism and lack of dialectics in the Political Economy 
text, he hits particularly hard at the "theory of the productive for- 
ces" which reduced the question of socialist development to 
building up productive capacity and completely ignored the 
necessity to carry out the revolution in the superstructure (politics, 
culture, education, etc.) or in the relations of production. Of 
Economic Problems (although he also has favorable comments on 
it), he says that "Stalin mentions economics only, not politics. . . . 
The role of people, the role of the laborer— these are not men- 
tioned. . . . Stalin's book from first to last says nothing about the 
superstructure. It is not concerned with people; it considers things, 
not people." In contrast, Mao emphasizes the decisive role of the 
masses, their revolutionary consciousness, and the class struggle in 
developing the socialist economy and moving toward classless 
society.
